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Beitenactedby the Legislatureof the State of Minnesotu :

SecrioN. 1. That the following described territory,
the same being School District No. one, of Rice coun-
ty, shall compose a school distriet and body corporate,
by the name of * The Faribault School District,” to
wit :

The southwest quarter of seetion number twenty-cight,
the south half of section number twenty-nine, and all
of sections nulgbers nincteen, thirty, thirty-one, thirty-
two and thirty-three, of township number one hun-
dred and'ten north, of range number twenty west, and
the north half’ of section number six, in township
number one¢ hundred and nine north, of range number
twenty west, and the southwest quurter of seciion
number twenty-five, the east half of section number
thirty-five, and all of section number thirty-six, in
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township number one hundred and ten north, of range
number twonty-one west, all according to United States
survey. ]

By suid name said district may contract and be con-
tracted with, sue and Le sued, and, in its corporate
name, shall hold the title of all lands and other prop-
erty now held, or which may hereafter be acquired for
school district purposes in said district. s

Sgo. 2, There shall be a board of education in said
district to consist of five members, all of whom shall sod ofciuestien
be clected by ballot, by the legnl votors of 53id e oromee
distriet. At the first election under this act, which uslifiestion
shall be held on the last Saturday of March next,
three of said members shall be elected to hold their
offices for the term of one year, and twe for two
years, and all until their successors are elected and
qualified, and annually thereafter, on the last Saturday
of March there shall be elected alternately three and
two members, who shall hold their offices for two
yehrs, and until their successors are clected and quali-
fied. "The filing of the aceceptance of the office in writ-
ing, ‘with the elerk of the district, shall be the only
qualification required.

Sec. 8. No member of said board shall receive any Whoto rceive
compensation for his services except the clerk and wiea
treasurer. . '

compensation of the persons so choscn, either of whom
may be removed at any time by said board, and a new
officer elected in his place.

'The president shall preside at the meet-
ings of the board and distriot S]exccpt that a president
Pro tempore may be chosen in his absence,) shall sign

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all orders drawn upon the treasurer, and pelfoun such
other duties as the board may prescribe.

Sec. 8. The clerk shall act as clerk of the district
aswellasof theboard, (exceptthat in his absence, a clerk
pro tempore may be chosen,) shall keep a record of the
proceedings of all district meetings as well as of the
meetings of the board, and of all rcpurts made by himn
to the county auditor, "and shall kecp an account of the
expenses of said dlstuct, and a correct and full list of
the property of said district ; shall furnish to the county
asuditor on or before the ﬁﬂ:eenth day of September, in
ench yecar, an attested copy of his record, stating the
amount of money voted to be raised by the district for
school purposes at any annual or special meeting, or by
the board of education, shall give due notice .of all
meetings of tho district, shall upon the order of the
board drsw and sign orders upon the treasurer of the
district for the payment of money, stating in every
such order, the consideration for which it was drawn,
and the name of the person rendering such considers-
tion, and the particular fund wpon which it is drawn,
and he shall take a receipt for every such order, from
the person to whom the same is delivered and preserve
the same ; Provided, That no order properly kept with
said clerk, shall be dolivered to a school teacher who
hae not filed the register of the school kept by such
teacher. He shall keep all records, books and papers
belongm%;o his office, and deliver the same to his suc-
cessor e shall, between the first and fifteenth days
of QOctober, in ea.ch yesr, inake and transmit to the
county auditor, a report in writing, showing—

1st—The names of all persons, mule and female res-
pectively, residing in the district on the last day of
September precedmor the date of his report, between
the ages of five and twenty-one years..

2d—The number of those who have attonded the
schools during the year.

3d—The length of time schools have been taught by
qualified teachers, and the wages -paid them by the
district.

4th-—The amcunt of money received from the county
treasurer from the money apportioned by the county
auditor.
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5th—The amount of moncy received from taxes
voted to be raised by the district; the purposes for
which they were raised; the manner in which suid
" amount has been expended; the condition of school
houses and grounds ; the kind of books used, and such
other tacts as the State Superintendent may require,
which report shull be verified by oath before some com-
petent person.

Any failure on the part of said clerk, to make re-
port to the county auditor, as provided in this act, shall
be deemed an indictable misdomegnor, punishable by a
fine not excecding five hundred dollars, which shall
be applied to the use of the distriet. Said clerk shall
fornish to ench teacher, before the commencement of
any schocl, and as often thereafter as may be necessary,
a school register. .

Said clerk shall perform such other dutics as may be
designated by said board.

Sec. 9. The records of said clerk’s oflice, signed
by said clerk, or a transcript thereof, or of any part
thercof, certified by said clerk, shall be prima facie
evidence of the facts therein stated, and all records,
books and papers belonging to suid district or said
board, shall be subject to the inspection of any legul
voter of said district.

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the treasurer be-
fore entering upon the dutics of his office, to exccut
a bond to the distriet in double the amomt of money,
a8 near as ean be ascertained, which will come into his
hands as treasurer during the year, with not less than
two surcties, to be approved by said board, and con-
ditioned for the fuithful discharge of his dutics as trea-
surcr.  Such bond shall be filed with the clerk of the
district, and in case of any. breuch of the condition
thereof, the board shall cnuse o suit to be com-
menced thercon, in the name of the district, and the
moncy recovered shall be applied to the use of the
district. Said board may require said treasurer to
give additional security from time to time. Said treas-
urer shall receive, and upon the order of the board,
signed by the president and elerk, pay out all moneys
helonging to the district, paying cach order only out
of the particular fund upon which it is drawn, and shall
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keep an accurate, detailed and separate account of cach
fund coming into his hund in a book or books provided
for that purpose. Said treasurer shall, within the
, three days preceding the last Suturday in March in
Dutior of wess. - 10D year, file with the clerk of the district, & rcport
urer in writing, signed by him, and containing a statoment
of all the moneys received by him during the year pre-
ceding, and of all his disbursements. Said report
shall be examined by the board (before which the trea-
gurer shall exhibit his vouchers,) before the annual
meeting of the district, and approved or disapproved
by resolution entered upon the records of said board.
Said treasurer shall make such reports of the business
of his oftice as may be called for by the board at any
time. He shall keep all records, books and papers he-
longing to his office, and deliver the sume to his suc-
cessor in office, on demand. He shall pay over to his
successor in office, upon demand, after such suceessor
shall have given bond, as hereinbefore required, all
moneys in his hands belonging to said district. He
shall perform such other duties as may be laid down
by the board.

Sec. 11. Tt shall be the duty of the superinten-
dent to cxamine teachers making application for
schools in said distvict, which examinations shall be

Daties of superin public, and in the presence of the board, and to grant
wendent of schools CeItificates to such persons as shall by him be deemed
to Le suitably qualified, which certificates shall, in all
cases, specify the branches which he deems the person
to whom the same may be issued, qualified to teach.
He shall visit all the schools in said disfrict at least
once in each month, and shall before the last Saturday
in March, in cach year, make a report in writing to
the, hoard, (by filing the sume with the clerk,) com-
prising a statement of the number of teachers by him
examined, the number of certificates issued, and to
whom issued, a statement of the condition and pro-
gress of each school separatoely, with such other facts
and suggestions as he muy deem proper. He shall
lﬁgl'fonn such other duties as the hoard may assign to
im.

Sec. 12. The board of education shall have power,

and it shall be their duty,
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First.—To establish and organize, alter and discon-
tinue one or more schools in said district, as they may
deem expedient.

Second.—To hire necessary rooms or buildings for
schoolhouses, and grounds about the same.

Third.—When authorized, by a vote of the district,
to purchase, fonce and improve land, as sites for school-
houses, and to scll or exchange the sanie.

Fourth.—~When authorized, by a vote of the dis-
trict, to purchase, build, enlarge, alter, improve, sell,
or exchange one or more schoolhouses.

Fifth.—To purchase, sell and exchange school appa-
ratus, books for a district library and school books for
indigent pupils, and furniture, stoves and other appcn-
dages for schoolhouses, and to provide fuel for the
same.

Sixth.—To take eare of the property of the district,
and procure insurance and make ordinary repairs upon
the same, or any part thereof, when deemed expedicnt.

Seventh.—To contract with, employ and pay teach-
crs who have received certificates from the superinten- Frwme o st
dent, and to discharge the same.

Eighth.—To defray the necessary expenses of the
board, pay the compensation of the clerk, trensurcr
and superintendent, and for such printing, record
books, stationery and other incidental matter as may
be deemed proper.

Ninth.—To superintend and manage in all respects
the common schools in said district, and from time to
time' to adopt, alter, modify and repeal rules for their
organization, government and instruction, for the
keeping of registers, for the reception of pupils, resi-
dent and non-resident, within the district, their sus-
pension, expulsion and transfer from one school to
another, to prescribe text books, and a course of study
for the schools, and to visit cach of the schools in said
district not less than once in every threec months.

Tenth.—To make rules and regulations respecting
the protection, care and safe keeping of the property
of the district, and prescribe penaltics for tho breach
thercof, to be recovered as penaltics in other cases, be
fore o justice of the peace, and to change and repeal
the same. .
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Eleventh.—To make, change, and repeal rules re-
lating to the organization, government and business of
said board, and the dutics of its officers, and to up-
point an agent or agents from among or outside of their
own number, to transact any business for said board or
said district. )

Twelfth.—To provide for the prompt payment, at
muturity, of the principal and interest of any indebt-
cdness of the district, by voting, from time to time,
taxes upon the taxable property of said district, suffi-
cient to meet the saume, making allowance for delin-
quency in paying any part of such taxes.

Thirteenth.—To vote a tax upon the taxable prop-
erty of said district, not cxceeding three hundred dol- -
lars in any one year, for the purposes mentioned in
subdivision five, of section fourteen of this act. Pro-
vided, The district shall neglect, scasonably, to vote
the tax provided for in said subdivision. _

Sro. 13. Notice of cach annual or special meeting
of said district shall be given by the clerk, by one or
more publications of notice in a newspaper published
in said town of Faribault, or by posting up three no-
tices thercof in public and conspicuous places in said
district ten days before such meeting. Every mnotice
shall specify the objocts of the proposed meecting. Nd
special meeting shall be called except upon the order
of the hoard, or the petition of twenty-five legal voters
of said district, addressed to the clerk. _Provided,
That no eclection of officers, at any annusl meeting,
shall be invalid for want of notice of such meeting.
And provided further, That at any annual meeting,
whether legally noticed or not, u sufficient number of
legal voters being present, as herein provided, may act
upon any matter upon which they are anthorized to act
under the first, second, third, fourth and fifth subdivi-
sions of section fourtecn of this act.

Sec. 14. The legal voters of said district, when
lawfully assembled, not less than twenty-five being
present, shall have power, by a majority of the votes
of those present—

First—In the ubsence of tho president of the board
of education, to choose a president, pro tempore, to
preside over suid meeting,.
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Sccond.—In the absence of the clerk, to choosc a revererisga
clerk pro tempore. vom

Third.—To adjourn from time to time.

Fourth.—To elect members of the board of educa-
tion, in accordance with the provisions of this act.

Fifth.—To vote an amount of money, to be raised by
u tax on the taxable property of the district, sufficient to
keep the schoolhouses and apparatus in repair, and
provide the same with necessary furniture, stoves, ap-
pendages and fuel. Provided, That the amount so
voted to be raised at any one meeting, shall not exceed
three bundred dollars.

Sixth.—To repeal or modify their proceedings from
time to time.

Skc. 15. In addition to the powers conferred by
the foregoing section, the Iegal voters of said distriot,
when lawfully assembled, not less thun fifty being pres-
ent, shall have power, by o majority of the votes of

First.—To authorize the board of education to pur-
chase, fence, and improve land as sites for school-
houses, and to sell or exchange the same.

Sceond.—To authorize the hoard of education to
purchase, build, enlarge, alter, improve, sell or ex
change one or more schoolhouses.

Third.—To vote an amount of money, to be raised
us a tux, on the taxable property of the distriet, suffi- u
cient, with the apportionment of the common school of s v
fund, to support schools for the length of time voted
by the district, and sufticient to hire necessary rooms
or buildings for schoolhouses and grounds about the
same, and sufficient to purchase school apparatus, books
for a district library, school books for indigent pupils,
and furniture, stoves and other appendages for school-
houses, and fuel for the swne, and suflicient to in-
sire and make ordinary repairs upon schoolhouses,
